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WAS HE MURDERED? 


Dead Man Fou nd on the Track 
iSnnday Morning. 


>-W M . BRICE WAS HIS NAME 


Was Ëngasred in Selling Specta­ 
cles With J. B. Brogan. 


CLAIMED HE WAS ROBBED 


Verdict of the Coroner’s Ju ry That 
Death Eesnlted from Cau ses 
Unknown to the .fu ry.

Was William Brice mu rdered and 
his dead body placed on the Mis­ 
sou ri Pacific tracks, Su nday morn­ 
ing, or was he the victim of an 
accident and killed by a train while 
he was walking on the track? 
That was the problem which was 
su bmitted to Coroner W. G. Cowan 
and his ju ry to solve at the cou rt 
hou se this morning. 
The evidence 
which had been su bmitted u p to the 
noon hou r su ggested that mu rder 
had been committed and the ju ry­ 
men will 
sift the case 
to 
the 
bottom before they will agree u pon 
a verdict, even if more than one 
day’s session is necessary to secu re 
all the facts. 
The finding of Brice’s lifeless 
body by the side of the Missou ri 
' acific tracks at 1:40 o’clock Su n­ 
day morning was told in detail in 
the S u nday M or ning 
D e m oc r at . 
The body was fou nd at a point 
abou t fifty yards east of the Mis­ 
sou ri avenu e crossing, alongside of 
the main track of the Missou ri P a­ 
cific. 
The face and head of the 
dead man were horribly mangled, 
one leg was broken, and from ap­ 
pearances it was promptly conclu d­ 
ed that the man had been ru n down 
by a train and tossed alongside of 
a box car, which was standing on a 
parallel sidetrack. 
The body was identified Su nday 
forenoon by J. B. Brogan as that of 
William Brice, the two men being 
associated together in the spectacle 
bu siness and both were gu ests at 
the City hotel, 
on Main street. 
Throu gh Mr. Brogan it was learned 
that Brice had at least $12 in his 
pocket on Satu rday night, that he 
wore a new overcoat and a new, 
black soft hat of the Fedora pattern 
and that in his pockets were letters 
and other private docu ments and 
that he always carried a knife with 
a blade of the dirk pattern. 
When the body was fou nd there 
was not a letter or a scrap of paper 
of any kind in his pockets, his 
money, 
hat, overcoat and knife 
were also missing. 
Brogan claimed 
that his friend had su rely been mu r- 
.dered and said if he had accident­ 
ally been killed by a train his hat 
and 
overcoat 
wou ld have 
been 
fou nd with 
him 
and 
that 
his 
letters, money and knife wou ld have 
been fou nd in his pockets. 
The police commenced an inves­ 
tigation, and claim to have located 
the overcoat, bu t the hat is still 
missing. 
The investigation by the 
coroner brou ght ou t the fact that 
Brice claimed he was robbed in the 
rear of the Star saloon and pointed 
ou t to Thomas Finn, the proprie­ 
tor of the saloon, two men, Joe 
Hewitt and “ Tu g” Wilson, as the 
men who had robbed him. 
The 
evidence also goes to show that 
“ Tu g” Wilson was seen in Brice’s 
company on at least two occasions 
and was with him u p to within a 
very short time before he su ddenly 


disappeared from view and was not 
seen again alive. 
Joe Hewitt appears to have kept 
in the backgrou nd and if he can 
throw any light u pon Brice’s death 
he will probably be given an oppor­ 
tu nity to do sl before the inqu est 
is conclu ded. 
The dead man’s home is in Peru , 
Ind., where his mother resides. His 
brother, John Brice, who engaged 
in the saloon bu siness at Norman, 
Ok., has been notified of his death. 
Brice 
was 
a 
frequ ent 
visi­ 
tor 
to 
Sedalia 
a 
dozen 
years ago and was then engaged 
in selling imported su itings. 
He 
was qu ite an athletic man, handy 
with his fists in self defense, bu t 
never qu arrelsome, and it is said on 
one occasion in this city, abou t 
thirteen years ago, he whipped two 
stalwart policemen who attempted 
to arrest him for a trivial offense. 
Mr. Brogan says that Brice was 
fu lly able when sober to take care 
of himself, and that it wou ld take 
more than two good men to rob 
him. 
The corcner’s inqu est,on accou nt 
of the general interest in the case, 
was held in the criminal cou rt room 
at the cou rt hou se. 
The ju ry con­ 
sisted of the following gentlemen: 
R. N. Morrow, R. H. Harris, J. B. 
Gallic, Max Jacobs, Mat Meyers 
and W. M. Mayfield. 
Coroner Cowan had decided to 
make a thorou gh investigation of 
the circu mstances su rrou nding the 
death, and, u nder his instru ctions, 
Constable Price admitted only one 
witness at a time in the cou rtroom. 
The first witness was Dennis Cor­ 
bett, who with Peter Schu ster dis­ 
covered the body Su nday morning 
by the side of the railway track. 
He 
told 
how 
he 
and 
Schu s 
ter 
happened to find the 
body 
and described its position on the 
grou nd. 
He said the body 
was 
cold and to all appearances life had 
been ex tinct for some time. 
The 
discovery of the body was made 
abou t 1:40 Su nday morning. 
Peter Schu ster, 
who was with 
Corbett when Brice’s body 
was 
fou nd, was the nex t witness and his 
testimony 
was 
su bstantially 
the 
same as that given by Corbett. 
Policeman Edward Love testified 
that on Su nday morning abou t 1:40 
o’clock he was notified by Night 
Watchman Hu me that a dead man 
had been fou nd in the railroad 
yards ju st west of the depot. 
He 
went to the spot and ex amined the 
body. 
In answer to a qu estion 
b v 
the coroner. Policeman Love said 
when he ex amined the remains he 
noticed that the right hand pants 
pocket had been partly pu lled ou t. 
J. B. Brogan, who was associated 
with Brice in the sale of spectacles, 
was an interesting 
witness. 
He 
said he had known the dead man for 
the past fifteen years. 
He last saw 
him alive at abou t 8 o’clock Satu r­ 
day night. 
Brice had been drink­ 
ing some beer, bu t was not intox i­ 
cated. 
He had several dollars in 
his pockets, 
probably over 
$12. 
Brice had letters and other papers 
in his pockets; he also had a pocket 
knife, which he always carried. The 
last time he saw Brice alive was 
in the water closet of the Wine 
Hall saloon. 
Brice never had to 
“ bu m” his way on railroads and 
he ex pected to leave Sedalia today, 
on a trip. Brice wore a dove-colored 
overcoat and a new soft black hat 
when witness last saw him. 
The 
overcoat was bou ght at 
a Main 
street secondhand store and was 
almost 
new. 
Brice was 
in the 
habit, he said, of going on period­ 
ical sprees, 
lasting two or three 
days, and then he wou ld go a long 
time withou t drinking. 
Patrick Calligh, of Atlanta, Ga., 
was also engaged like Brogan and 
Brice 
in selling 
spectacles, was 
the 
nex t 
witness. 
He 
had 
known Brice for the pas^ five years. 
He saw Brice in the Wine 
Hall 
saloon on Satu rday night. 
Brice 
had been drinking some, bu t was 
not dru nk. 
Witness was positive 
that Brice did not intend to leave 
the city on Satu rday night. 
Wit­ 
ness saw Brice early in the evening 
and after leaving Brice in the com-

THE CEREMONIES BRIEF. 


Fu ll Tex t of the Governor’s Inau gu ral 
Address— A Reception Fol­ 
lows Tonight.

The inau gu ration of Lon V. 
Ste­ 
phens as governor of Missou ri took 
place at noon today. 
The ceremo­ 
nies were brief and simple, entirely 
free from any attempt at pomp or 
splendor.

little to the whole affair other than 
the form prescribed by law. 
This 
was ia accord with the ex pressed 
desire of the incoming governor, 
who is a plain and u nassu ming bu si­ 
ness man, and first of all, a Mis- 
sou rian. 
For 
many years it has 
been the cu stom in Missou ri forth 
governors to be inau gu nted in 
a- 
simple a manner as possible. 
The oath of office was adminisier- 
ed by Chief Ju stice Barclay, of the 
su preme cou rt 
The ocher newly 
elected state officers were also sworn 
in, and the offica roster of Missou ri 
is now complete for another terra. 
Following the inau gu ral ceremonies 
came the address of Gov. Stephens.

My great desire is to ren­ 
der some su bstantial service to the 
state, and I shall strive to so admin­ 
ister the du ties of my office as to 
premote the happiness and prosper­ 
ity of the people, and to contribu te 
something co the advancement and 
glory ot the commonwealth. I shall 
not wish to make brilliant or start­ 
ling innovations. 
The best resu lts 
in practical government can be at­ 
tained only by the strict mainte­ 
nance of pu blic order, by wise econ­ 
omy in ex penditu res, and by ex er­ 
cising the most ex acting integrity in 
the Mscharge of pu blic du ty. Along 
these lines it shall be my constant 
endeavor to condu ct the affairs 
of the state. 
That I shall encou n­ 
ter 
difficu lties 
and 
embarass- 
ments in the progress of my work 
is perhaps inevitable, and that I 
shall make mistakes is almost cer­ 
tain, bu t invoking the aid of the 
divine Master to gu ide me, and in­ 
spired by a resolu te pu rpose and a 
patriotic desire to do 
my du ty 
withou t fear or favor, I shall hope 
to so perform my task—impartial­ 
ly, ju stly, honorably— as to merit 
the approval of the people. 
The responsibilities of legisla­ 
tion is a divided one.

m an earnest effort to make the 
work of this general assembly hoa- 
orablyconspicu ou s in the legislative 
history of the state. 
There is important work to do and 
I hope it will be done in a bu siness 
way. My chief ambition is to make 
this administration distinctively a 
bu siness administration, and I pray 
you to make this legislatu re in the 
strictest sense a bu siness legisla­ 
tu re. 
Too great ex pedition is not 
to be recommended, bu t we mu st 
not forget that the session is limited 
to seventy days at a per diem su ffi- 
cient to pay the actu al ex penses ot 
those in attendance. 
We shou ld 
proceed ju diciou sly and deliberate­ 
ly. We shou ld not act u ntil we fu lly 
comprehend each given situ ation, 
and 
thorou ghly 
u nderstand 
the 
force and effect of what we propose 
to do. 
While all this is bu t the 
part of pru dence, my ex perience of 
several years at the capital con­ 
vinces me that it is too often the 
case that the first few weeks of 
the legislative session are prac­ 
tically wasted. 
It not u nfrequ ently 
happens that half the session ex ­ 
pires before the general assembly 
begins in earnest to take u p the 
work it has to do. 
These delays, 
so frequ ently prolonged withou t a p­ 
parent reason, resu lt in postponing 
the important work of the body u n­ 
til near the close of the session,when 
members, having grown weary and 
impatient, become anx iou s to re­ 
tu rn to their homes and private af­ 
fairs. 
The legislatu re is then in 
poor condition to transact bu siness 
with the intelligent and deliberate 
care that shou ld characterize the 
proceedings of su ch a body. 
This 
condition resu lts inevitably in great 
confu sion, when not only are mis

The jail is full of petty offenders, 
many of whom are locked up and 
well fed for a few days and then 
turned out to prey upon the public. 
There is but one remedy. 
The thieves, the thugs, the idlers, 
the petty criminals and the great 
ones, must be run out of town! 
If the officers cannot do it with 
the power at their command they 
should say so and frankly tell the 
citizens to take the matter in hand. 
If the courts have no terrors for 
evil doers, let 
the confession be 
made now, while the general assem­ 
bly is in session, so that needed 
amendments can be made. 
Sedalia is not alone in her help­ 
less condition as regards the preva­ 
lence of crime. 
Nearly every community in the 
state is suffering 
from 
the same 
evil. 
But Sedalia has her own citizens 
to protect, and she must do it reso­ 
lutely and effectually. 
A small minority 
of criminals 
must not be permitted to terrorize 
a whole community. 
Every known criminal, and every 
associate of criminals, 
should be 
run out of Sedalia and given to 
undeistand that they cannot return 
except under pains and penalties 
that 
will 
effectually 
protect 
the 
community.

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takes apt to be made and the most 
important matters neglected, but it 
furnishes 
an 
opportunity for 
the 
scheming 
lobbyist 
to 
score 
his 
triumphs. 
Partisanship should be moderated 
if 
not 
suppressed 
and 
unseemly 
strife should be avoided. 
Guided 
by patriotism and common sense 
we should go forward with our work 
like practical 
men 
moving with 
dignity, courage 
and 
confidence. 
Let us not strive to see how many 
laws we can pass, 
nut rather en­ 
deavor to prove how good we can 
make our legislation. 
Let us first 
take up those matters of the great­ 
est moment and of the most im ­ 
posing import, and, by co opera- 
lion, labor to accomplish results as 
nearly satisfactory as possible. 
You are already informed by the 
message of Governor Stone, that at 
the very threshold of the ensuing 
biennial period, we are confronted 
with a fiscal condition that 
may 
prove embarrassing unless we pro­ 
ceed with the greatest care and de­ 
vise some remedy 
to 
relieve the 
situation. 
During 
the 
last 
two 
years the outgoing administration 
has been hard pressed to make the 
revenue collected meet the demands 
created by the last appropriations. 
It IS a subject with which I am 
tolerably familiar by reason of my 
connection with the treasury, and it 
is sufficient for me to say that I 
endorse 
the 
observations 
and 
recommendations 
made 
by 
the 
governor. 
This 
it 
a 
matter 
to 
which we must address ourselves al 
once 
and 
I 
invite 
your earnest 
assistance in solving the problem 
and in removing the difficulties in 
our path. 
The most rigid 
economy must 
be practiced by all departments, 
not only because it is right as a 
governmental 
policj’, 
but 
more 
especially 
because 
it 
is 
impera­ 
tively demanded by the exigencies 
confronting us. 
It is my opinion 
that 
under 
the 
prevailing 
gold 
standard and financial policies of 
the 
federal 
government, 
general 
business 
conditions 
will 
not 
materially or permanently improve, 
but on the contrary we can reason­ 
ably anticipate a continuace of this 
experience which has so distressed 
the country in recent years. 
I see 
nothing in the immediate future to 
warrant a substantial hope for bet­ 
ter times. 
It is the part of wisdom 
that the representatives of the peo­ 
ple should 
keep these things 
in 
mind when they come to provide 
for the public revenue and to make 
appropriations; but no matter how 
economically we may administer the 
affairs of the state, the constantly 
growing needs of the public service 
incident to a large increase in pop­ 
ulation and business developments 
make it impossible that appropria­ 
tions should be confined to the pres­ 
ent volume of business if that volume 
should remain stationary as it will, 
substantially, 
in 
the absence 
of 
further legislation. 
There is a pos­ 
itive necessity for an increase in 
the treasury receipts. 
This, I be­ 
lieve, can be done in a measure, as 
in my judment it should be,by such 
amendments and conditions to the 
tax laws as will decrease the burdens 
of farming and kindred industries, 
and impose a taxation on those who 
are enjoying public franchises and 
special privileges granted to them 
by law and for which under existing 
conditions they make no adequate 
returns. 
But, whatever 
you may 
deem it most wise to do, the situa­ 
tion is one which presents a legis­ 
lative subject of the first importance 
and its consideration should not be 
delayed. 
Passing 
from 
this, I desire to 
suggest several other subjects which 
I regard as paramount importance 
and to which I invite your most 
thoughtful attention. 
I recommend 
the establishment of a banking bu­ 
reau. and that the office of bank 
commissioner 
be 
created. 
This 
officer should be given charge and 
supervision of private banks, and 
all 
banks organized 
under 
state 
laws, building and loan associations 
and trust companies. 
The compen­ 
sation of this officer should be suf- 
ficent to 
engage 
a 
class 
of tal­ 
ent 
equal 
to 
the 
importance 
of 
the 
work, 
and 
the 
cx- 
penie of the bureau should be met 
by 
a tax levied 
in some proper 
form on the institutions coramilted 
to Its management. 
In my judg­ 
ment the law as it now stands, scat­ 
tering the control of these institu­ 
tions throughout the various depart­ 
ments or the state government, is 
crude in conception, imperfect in 
form 
and unsatisfactory in 
prac­ 
tice. 
The duties and responsibili­ 
ties of the officers and directors of 
banking institutions should be bet­ 
ter defined and their liabilities to 
depositors and creditors should be 
more 
thoroughly understood. 
In 
this connection I will say I believe 
the statute dtfining the powers of 
trust companies i s objectionable,be­ 
cause It confers upon them a multi­ 
tude 
of 
privileges. 
It authorizes 
them 
to 
engage in 
business 
as 


and by guaranteeing the fidelity of 
public 
officers 
and 
the financial 
agents of 
private individuals. 
It 
also authorizes them 
to buy and 
sell real estate, and engage in the 
banking business and 
to become 
heavy borrowers vastly in excess ot 
their capital. 
The next regular session of the 
general assembly which will meet 
in January, 1899, will be the revis­ 
ing session. 
Under the 
constitu­ 
tion that session 
can sit for 120 
days at J«; per diem. 
It is almost 
impossible for such a body to re­ 
vise the entire code of laws with 
any degree 
of 
satisfaction. 
Past 
experience 
proves 
this. 
The re­ 
vision of 1889 compares favorably 
with former sessions, but it is full 
of contradictions, incomplete, in­ 
adequate and uncertain. 
It is in 
every respect desirable that a suit­ 
able plan be devised and put 
in 
operation by the present legislature 
to secure an accurate, thorough and 
systematic revision of all the statute 
laws of the state to be submitted to 
the Fortieth gcneial assembly for 
review, adoption and publication as 
the 
revised statutes 
of 
1899. 
I 
believe that 
the 
law 
should 
au­ 
thorize the appointment of a com ­ 
mission to be composed of three 
able and experienced lawyers for 
the purpose of preparing a revision 
to be submitted to the next general 
assembly. 
These 
men should be 
appointed for two years at such a 
salary as would insure the best class 
of 
legal talent for the work. 
It 
should be made the duty 
of all 
state, 
county and municipal offi 
cials to furnish the committee with 
any data in their possession when 
called for, 
and to otherwise aid 
them in every proper way. 
In this 
way far better than in any other, in 
my opinion, a revision can be made 
and the laws perfected. 
I have no 
doubt whatever that the expense of 
the 
commission 
would 
be saved 
many times over by the results of 
its work. 
I am strengthened in the 
views here expressed and am led 
earnestly to commend this plan to 
your favor because my opinion in 
regard to it is concurred ia by many 
of the ablest and most thoughtful 
men of the state. 
I trwst that 
the 
state of Mis­ 
souri will take the lead in perfect­ 
ing such legislation as will curb the 
insolence and check the oppression 
of the trusts. 
We should use the 
power we 
have 
at 
this 
time in 
behalf of the people and extirpate 
those influences which have become 
a menace to our free institutions of 
government. 
I call the attention of your honor­ 
able body to the coercion of em­ 
ployes by corporations and other 
employers of labor with a view to 
influencing 
their political 
action. 
Such 
coercion 
raises 
a 
question 
more 
serious 
and 
more 
vital 
than 
the 
money 
question, 
the 
tariff question or any other eco­ 
nomical 
question 
however 
im­ 
portant dividing political parties. 
The question it presents is whether 
a free 
popular 
government shall 
be maintained in America. 
If co ­ 
ercion, moral or physical, such as 
we witnessed in the last campaign 
is to 
go 
unrebukcd, government 
by the people is nearing its end 
and we are entering on an era of 
government by oligarchy of opulent 
employers. 
I recommend the en 
actment of luch laws as will not 
only protect the voter in the free 
exercise of his franchise but will 
make it perilous for any man to in­ 
terfere with his right. 
The election law passed by the 
last legislature has yielded fairly 
satisfactory results in St. Louis and 
Kansas 
City, but 
the experience 
gained in the last election shows the 
need of amendments in some essen­ 
tial particulars. 
The polls should 
be kept open until 7 o’clock for the 
benefit of working men and clerks. 
Where there is difficulty in getting 
satisfactory election officers among 
the residents of a precinct, the right 
should be given to select them from 
other 
precincts. 
The 
work 
of 
judges and clerks should be render- 
ed less laborious and they shoulc 
be better paid. 
The present omni 
bus 
ballot 
is 
a 
source of 
trou 
ble 
and 
annoyanee 
and 
should be abolished. 
There is no 
reason why any 
ballot should be 
thrown out. 
The law should not 
make voting 10 complicatcdi as to 
vitiate the ballots of intelligent cit­ 
izens. 
In my judgment it would 
not be to cur disadvantage if the 
Australian ballot law should be 10 
amended as to apply only to cities 
having over ten thousand inhabi­ 
tants. 
I warmly and unequivocally en­ 
dorse that plank in the democratic 
platform upon which I was elected 
which declares in favor of a fellow- 
servant’s 
law. 
I 
earnestly 
hope 
that this legislature will regard this 
mandate, and enact a law that will 
meet the expectations of the rail- 
railroad employes of the state. 
Our 
educational and eleemosy­ 
nary 
institutions 
must 
be main­ 
tained in their high 
state 
of ef- 


ficiency, and no backward step will 
be taken, but economy must mark 
the conduct of those in charge of 
them. 
No interest in Missouri should be 
more carefully 
guarded 
or more 
vigorously promoted than her pub­ 
lic 
school 
system. 
Her 
schools 
should all be encouraged by wise 
legislation and supported, as they 
have always been, by ample appro 
priations. 
The 
state 
university, 
which is the cap sheaf of our pub­ 
lic school system, is entitled to and 
wi I doubtless receive at your hands 
that consideration which it has al­ 
ways received, and which will en­ 
able it to take front rank among the 
institutions 
of 
America. 
If 
the 
necessity ever existed for 
a Mis­ 
souri youth lo leave his own state 
for education, it should be removed 
by such judicious fostering of our 
own institution 
as 
will 
not only 
keep our boys and girls at home, 
but will draw to Missouri the am­ 
bitious of other states. 
I have con­ 
ferred with Governor Stone and I 
have read that portion of his raes 
sage 
concerning 
the 
endowment 
fund for the university. 
I approve 
of the suggestions he makes to you 
on this subject. 
Amoug the many subjects that 
will engage your attention none can 
be more 
important than the im- 
pro/cmcnt of our public highways. 
Good roads will not only enhance 
the value of our farming lands, but 
will add to the prosperity of all our 
cities, towns and villages. 
Some 
provision should be made for their 
systematic and permanent improve 
mcnt, and I commend the matter to 
your serious consideration. 
The 
question of criminal costs 
merits your earnest attention. These 
costs have grown to alarmingly cnor 
mous proportions, and a consider­ 
able portion ot the state’s revenue 
is required to liquidate them. 
I ask 
your attention to proper legislation 
by 
correcting 
this constantly ip 
creasing demand upon our funds. 
Many of the most eminent jurists 
of 
the slate and a large number 
of 
pr iijiaent 
citizens 
have 
ex 
pressed to me the opinion that a 
convention should be called at an 
early aate to revise the constitution. 
I am not certain that such a con 
vention is necessary, but whetlier so 
or not is a question, I believe, of 
sufficient importance lo merit your 
c,Arcful attention. 
The present con 
slitution was adopted over twenty 
years ago. 
It has many excellent 
)rovisions 
which should 
be pre 
served, but it also has many pro- 
vi^iions tnat ruigat, I believe, be cx 
)C! ged or materially changed 
the 
adv-4ntage of the state. 
I co’.cur in 
the view fhfa' our fundament.l liw 
should be liberalized in some direc 
tior.s and broadened in its general 
scope so as to adapt itself better to 
the requirements of the present day. 
Some have expressed an apprehen­ 
sion that it might be unsafe to at­ 
tempt to remodel the constitution, 
although it is admittedly imperfect 
and inadequate; but when we remem­ 
ber that any change the convention 
might propose could not be made 
effective until adopted by the peo­ 
ple, I see no reason for apprehen­ 
sion. The people can certainly both 
trust and take care of themselves. 
at least hope that the general 
assembly 
will 
take 
this 
matter 
under advisement and give it such 
deliberation as it may deserve. 
In conclusion let me again re­ 
mind you that to you and to me 
have the dearest interests of the 
people 
been 
intrusted. 
I 
have 
an abiding faith that we shall be 
able to rise above party zeal and 
factional 
spirit 
in 
a 
hearty c o ­ 
operation 
for 
the 
promotion 
of 
those interests. 
It is only by so 
doing that we can merit the con­ 
fidence which has been reposed in 
us, and preserve consciences void 
of offense. 
Appreciating the grave 
responsibilities of my position and 
fully sensible of my own infirmi­ 
ties, I trust our Heavenly Father 
will guide me to see the right and 
give me the courage to do it. 
We 
must at all times remember 
our 
grateful 
dependence 
upon 
that 
Supreme 
Being 
without 
Whose 
guidance and help we can accom­ 
plish nothing great and good. 
I 
invoke upon our great and beloved 
state and all of our people and your 
actions the blessings of Almighty 
God.

FIENDISH CRIMES. 


Atrocities of the Turks Outdone 
in Cuba. 


A DISGRACE TO THE AGE. 


Sf^anisli Soldiers Are Permitted to Out- 
rsMfe Cuban Women and Mur­ 
der Inoifensive People. 


K e y W e s t , Fla., Jan. 
i i . — Al­ 
most incredible stories of atrocities 
being perpetrated by the Spaniards 
in Cuba reach this city by every 
8teamer.| According to a gentleman 
who came over on theOii\ette from 
H avana Saturday night, Col. Fon- 
desviela is responsible for the latest 
atrocity. 


Col. Fondesviela was some time 
ago made 
commander of Guana- 
bacoa, which is just across the bay 
from Havana, and which has been 
frequently 
raided 
by 
insurgents. 
Col. Fondesviela on assuming com­ 
mand began a series 
of outrages 
against the Cuban inhabitants. 
He 
first had shot sixteen young boys 
who were found outside the Spanish 
lines, and who he pretended were 
trying to join the insurgents. 
But the bloodiest crime of all was 
perpetrated Thursday night, when 
the Spanish soldiers at Col. Fondes- 
viela's 
command 
rushed through 
the streets of the town shouting that 
the insurgents were coming. 
The 
inhabitants, alarmed 
by the cry, 
rushed out of their homes, and as 
they emerged they were shot down 
by 
the 
Spaniards. 
Thirty 
men, 
women and children 
were killed, 
and 
their 
corpses 
left 
in 
the 
streets. 
One girl, who fled in her 
nightclothes, prayed for mercy, but 
she was 
assaulted 
by a Spanish 
soldier and then butchered with a 
matchet. 
It is significant that none 
of the Spanish inhabitants rushed 
from their 
homes, 
showing that 
they 
had 
been 
warned 
by Col. 
Fondesviela of the trap laid for the 
Cubans. 
Friday it is stated that the bishop 
of Havana went to Guanabacoa to 
prevent further butcheries if pos­ 
sible. 
He found the corpses still 
in the street, but at the bishop's re­ 
quest Fondesviela allowed the vic­ 
tims to be interred. 
It is also sfnted in Havana that 
as soon 
as Cimsul 
General 
Lee 
heard of the butchery he protested 
to Captain General Weyler, warn­ 
ing him that such atrocities would 
influence the people of the United 
States against Spain.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The coroner's jury met in Prose 
cuting Attorney Steele's office at 2 
o'clock and held a long consulta 
tion.

brought in the overcoat worn by 
Brice on the night he was killed, 
and which was not on his person 
when his body was found. 
The overcoat, it was claimed un­ 
officially, had been found by Mr. 
Ramsey in a Main street pawnshop, 
where it had been left by a well 
known 
character 
who 
has 
been 
indulging in 
a 
prolonged 
spree. 
After 
the 
jurymen 
had 
ex 
amined the cor.t, it was returned to 
Mr. 
Ramsey and he left in com 
pany of Constable Price in quest of 
other evidence. 
During the noon recess Coroner 
Cowan visited the Missouri Pacific 
shops and learned that there were 
no blood marks on the pilots of the 
engines which were running on the 
Missouri Pacific, 
between Sedalia 
and Kansas City, on Saturday night 
and Sunday morning. 
The absence 
of 
blood 
marks 
on the 
engines 
seems to show that Brice was not 
knocked down and run over, where­ 
as the body of a dead man lying on 
the track could have been knocked 
off by the pilot of an engine and no 
mark left to show there had been 
contact with a human form. 
Officer John Jackson, who 
has 


been investigating the 
case, is of 
the opinion that Bnce was not mur* 
dered. 
The officer says he was in­ 
formed today Dy John Siebe that 
the latter ejected 
Brice from the 
Siebe saloon about 11 o'clock, and 
a tew minutes later 
he 
fell 
on 
the pavement near that place and 
icicd 
his 
mouth 
so 
that 
it 
b c d freely. 
Officer 
Jackson also 
stated that be saw 
Brice 
at 
10 
o'clock in froi.t of Major's second­ 
hand store on Main stieet, and he 
was at that time q lite drunk. 


THE Vi UDICT. 
At 3:30 o'clock tnis afternoon the 
jury, through Foreman J. B. Gallic, 
returned a verdict to the effect i h d 
the deceased came tc his death by 
causes unknown to the jury. 
This 
leaves the case open for further 
investigation should new evidence 
be found. 
The jury is impressed with the 
fact that Brice's death is a most 
mysterious one and they hope to be 
able to secure evidence which will 
clear up the case to the satisfaction 
of the public. 
J. B. Brogan received the follow­ 
ing 
telegram this afternoon from 
James Brice, brother of the dead 
man, who resides at Peru, Ind.: 
“ 
I can't possibly get there. 
I 
will w.ite you later." 
This afternoon D. L. Fry, who 
had pawned the overcoat belonging 
to Brice, was fined S5 and costs by 
Justice Truxel for theft, and went 
to jail in default of payment. 
Fry 
says he picked up the coat in a Main 
street saloon and pawned it to get a 
drink.

the wrecked habitations, and every 
thoroughfare is choked with a dense 
underg row th of thorny bushes and 
tall, rank grass. 
The g re a t bazar, 
w ith its covered arcade.s, one of the 
chief m a rts of Africa, is now a heap 
of rubble. 
Of tlie public buildings and the 
handsom e, well-furnished mansions 
of the p rincip al m erchants the red 
brick walls, 
with gracefully arched 
doors and windows, alone rem ain 
standing, while within them one can 
s t i i r see traces of columned corri­ 
dors and delicate eastern ornam en­ 
tation. 
W hore once extended river­ 
side q uays, sw am p y ground now 
slopes to the Nile.

th roug h the wrecked streets, and 
can scarcely recognize the houses 
in which they form erly lived. 
I t is 
a scene of w anton destruction; the 
^p roverb says th a t “ where the foot 
of the Turk has trod, the grass does 
not grow. ” 
So it is w ith the B ag­ 
gara. 
He disdains to do any work; 
by profession he is a robber, and de­ 
struction is 
his 
p astim e; he en­ 
slaves where he doi's not kill, and in 
the place of 
w hat ho destroys ho 
creates nothing. 
Civilization is ab ­ 
h orrent to him; a fte r p lundering and 
destroying the city he left the bodies

He labors hard, 
and the more ho sw eats the more he 
feels he has done his duty. 
Then 
comes the muzzle. 
A fter the labor 
there is ap p etite; after the sw eating 
there is th irs t—but the food m ust 
be strictly limited, and the drink 
m ust be for naught. 
The p rivation 
is horrible. 
T raining for condition 
is bad enough and has made m any a 
good feilovsT throw atlileticism to the 
dogs, 
but training for weight is a 
far g rea ter infliction. 
There are so 
m any pounds to be g ot off and so 
m any days or weeks in which to do 
it. 
By plu*sic, by sw eating,

labor and bv starvation it has got

to be done, and th a t in a certain 
time. 
As an instance of continuous self- 
denial there are few ]>ositions which 
will com p are with th a t of a jockey 
when he is working himself down to 
scale.

The whole place was shrouded in 
t?Eo most intense darkness, except 
the small circle of lig ht produced 
from my flickering torch, as I stood 
in an abandoned g allery of one of 
the g reat g ypsum mines near Grand 
Rapids, 
Mich., 
which Mr. A. H. 
Apted, assistant superintendent of 
the Eag le mines, 
has transformed 
into a profitable mushroom g arden. 
It is well known that mushrooms 
g row most freely in the dark. 
Con­ 
sequently arches and tunnels tor 
their culture are constructed 
in 
many parts 
of the 
world. 
This 
fact sug g ested to Mr. Apted, a few 
years ag o, the idea of attem pting to 
cultivate mushrooms for the market 
in the abandoned g alleries of the oid 
mines. 
His first attem pts were discour­ 
ag ing , but after several years’ work 
and the expenditure of much money, 
he has broug ht his odd g arden to a 
pa\iiig condition. 
He is able to 
place several hundred pounds of 
plants on the m arket each week, 
and 
readily 
secures 
40 cents 
a 
pound for the whole crop. 
There 
are 17 acres of area in the aban­ 
doned g alleries, and I\Ir. Apted is 
able to cultivate nearly the whole 
space. 
The soil for his beds is pre­ 
pared in the open air, and is drDwn 
in wag ons to the place where it is 
used. 
A ttem pts have been made tc 
raise mushrooms in coal and iron 
mines, 
but 
wdthout 
success. 
A 
small g arden similar to Mr. Apted’s 
is cultivated in an old g ypsum mine 
at Akron, N. Y., and these two arc 
probably the only places in the 
world w’here abandone ^ mines are 
5uccc.isfully utilized for the purpose.

In the

ton island, it is reported that a lire 
eng ine was drag g ed to the scene in 
this manner. 
The superior advan­ 
tag es otTored by interurbaii or subur­ 
ban electric railroads for the rapid 
conveyance of fire exting uishing 
n\> 
paratus, continues the Record, have 
appealed to the fire commissioners 
of Spring field, 5Iass., and it is now 
proposed to build and equip a car to 
be propelled by its own motors, on 
which a fire eng ine and other ap­ 
paratus may bo carried to any of the 
neig hboring communities connected 
with it by the trolley railway sys­ 
tem. 
Drawing s have been made for 
a platform car to bo sot as low as 
possible, both in order to facilitate 
loading and to clear several low 
overhead bridg es. 
Suitable g uards 
and clamps wall secure the lire en 
g ine on the platform, and a hose 
wag on or chemical eng ine may be 
carried on a trail car. 
It is pro­ 
posed to keep such a car at one of 
the fire stations, so located as to 
cnalfie district connections wnth any 
of the suburban electric routes, and 
the motor equipment is intended to 
be sufficiently p-owerful t-o allow^ o 
towing a ladder truck on its owni 
wdieels to points which 
may be 
reached over paved hig hwmys.

commission at the office of the sec­ 
retary of the interior last Saturday 
was marked by an incident of more 
than ordinary interest.

present Mr. Simon Wolf, a Wash­ 
ington attorney, who represents the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas R ail­ 
way company. 
Mr. Wolf was there in his capac­ 
ity as the attorney for that road. 
H e called the attention of the sec­ 
retary, the commission and the In ­ 
dian delegates to the fact that the 
road has an interest in the question, 
of which the Dawes commission has 
apparently taken no notice. 
In the grant which the company 
has through the Indian territory is 
a provision that when the land now 
held by the Indians is relinquished 
to the government and the Indian 
title is 
extinguished, the road is 
then to have the ss^me concessions 
as in the state of Kansas. 
This 
means 
that 
the 
railroad 
claims alternate 
sections for ten 
miles on each side along its line, 
amounting, it has been figured, to 
over 1,000,000 
acres of valuable 
land, whose title is to pass to it 
upon 
the 
extinguishment 
of the 
Indians' 
title. 
The 
agreement 
keeps the title in the Indians. 
The road claimed that, having 
constructed and operated its road, 
it had performed its part of the 
stipulations, and its charter, there­ 
fore, should not be violated, and 
the land should become the property 
of the road on the extinguishment 
of communal 
title.

Indians naturally are against this 
proposition. 
The commission took the ground 
that when a contract is made as to 
any right or property on which a 
legislative body of the government 
has power to legislate, the contract 
is entered into with a view to such 
legislation as that body may see fit 
to enact.
